On April 4-1866, there was an atempt to assassimate Alex- 
sander The 2-nd The Emperor of Russia, by Karakozoff a russian 
anarchist. But The Emperor miraculously escaped death and in remen- 
braxnce of this incident, Troubetskoy The Minister of Emperor's 
Palace gave an order to make this medal. 

After The Emperor saw this medal H2 did not approve, 
becouse His bust was on the pe ree side and on the back of the medal, 
was The Holy Image of ooh (hist, so He gave a conmand not 
to make any more. 

There were only ae of this medal, one going to Minister 
Troubetskoy and the other to the family of Metropolitan Antony. 

Thise medal was desined by Artist Makaroff. 

Translation of the sign on the medal on front side,- 

-" Heart of Czar in Hand of Gode" below- 4April 1866 year, on 
back side,- "Designed by Makaroff. 

Would be plesed to get any information as to a market or 
the worth of the above as I would like to dispose of samee
